Many growers have taken out their peach trees for various reasons. 
Lack of markets, poor varieties, not the right soil, etc. Peach varieties 
change often and so do peoples taste. 

The Elberia that once reigned supreme is on the way out partly 
because it is a late peach up here. People like earlier peaches such 
as the Red Haven which starts before Labor Day, followed by Fair 


Haven and then Hale Haven. 


Our experience here has been that strawberries and peaches sell 
faster and in larger volumn than any other fruits. It is hard to obtain 
tree ripened peaches except direct from the orchard. Warm weaher, 
trucking, ete—all tend to bruise peaches.: ; 

While peaches grow on the trees, the’tree has to be well trimmed 
and the peaches well thinned, and about three pickings should be 


made in, order to secure them at their best. 


Handy Book — 
For Building 
Milk House 

Planning a new milkhouse? — 

There igs a new bulletin out 
that shows how to plan and build 
one. It will be available soon at 
the office of Ed Rebman, Char- 
levoix county agricultural agent, 
at’ Boyne City. 

Auhored by three Michigan 
State College agricultural engin- 
eers—J. S. Boyd, C. W. Hall and 
R. L. Maddex; and D. L. Murray 
of MSC dairy department, the 
_publication discusses planning 
and construction thoroughly. 

The bulletin tells, among other 
things, what points you should 
consider in the milkhouse loca- 
tion, and how the facilities in the 
house can be arranged for effi- 
ciency.

Important Seed 
Noted By County 
Farm Agent | 


Ed Rebman, Charlevoix coun- 
ty agricultural agent, points out 
that production of alfalfa, alsike 
and red clover seed is of econo- 
mic importance on many Michi- 
gan farms. 

For home use, small areas in 
the cleaner parts of hay fields 
may be left standing to ripen at 
hay harvest time. This saves the 
expense of buying this seed next 
year. 


For commercial production 
and where the forage is not need- 
ed for hay, whole fields may be 
left standing’ for seed purposes, 
he suggests. 


Cultural suggestions for seed 
production are offered by D. L. 
Clanahan, Michigan State Col- 
lege farm cropsman: 

Weeds and other crop mixture 
must be removed while the crop 
is still standing. If this chore— 


’ known to the trade as ‘rogueing’ 


—is not done, then these unwant- 
ed seeds are threshed along with 
the crop. They are either very 
difficult, or in some cases impos- 
sible, to remove from the seed 
later on. Serious infestations of 
weeds in patches may be elimin- 
ated by cutting them out with a 
seythe. If this is done early be- 
fore the seed is matured they 
may .be left on the ground. 


Clanahan offers this advice on 
handling the crop: : 


1. A windrow attachment on 
the mower blade will roll the 
erop into a windrow for further 
curing and drying for the thresh- 
ing operation. Sample the crop 
‘frequently by threshing out 
heads by hand to determine mat- 
urity. When the majority of the 
heads reach the proper stage it 
is time to cut. ! 


2. Remember to do all cut- 
ting and handling operations, ex- 
cept the actual threshing, while 
the plants are moist and tough 
from the dew. This helps to pre- 
vent shattering and loss of seed. 


8. If threshing is done with 
a combine, be sure to adjust the 
machine so that a lot of chaff 
and foreign material comes thru 
with the seed. Recleaning can 
be done with a fanning mill later. 
The normal recovery is only 40 
to 60 percent of the potential 
even if all precautions are fol- 
lowed.
